LIFE LEFT Claude Rains on the 30th of 
May. Prince Sirki, the Grim Reaper, appeared 
before him in his 77th year and bid him 
follow Him from his hospital bed to Death’s 
domain. 

Bela Lugosi — DRACULA. 

Lon Chanev Sr. -THE PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA. 

Claude Rams-THE INVISIBLE MAN. 

Each of filmonsterdom’s greats has been 
greatest in one single role with which his 
name is synonymous ever afterward. Claude 
Rains will always be remembered as the In- 
visible Man. 

Alright, you fools! cried Griffin. You’ve 
brought it on yourselves. Everything would 
have come right if you'd only left me alone. 


You've driven me near madness with your 
peering thru the keyholes and gaping thru 
the curtains, and now . . . you'll suffer for it! 

You're crazy to know who I am, aren’t 
you'? Alright . . . I'll show you! 

Griffin, the Invisible Man, pulls off his ar- 
tificial nose. There’s a souvenir for you! 
Removes his glasses. And one for you! 
Unwraps the bandages around his head. 
I'll show you who 1 am— and what I am! 
(Laughs.) ' 

you? Alright . . . I’ll show yyyyyyyoooooooou! 

Griffin, the Invisible Man, pulls off his ar- 
tificial nose. There’s a souvenir for you! 
Removes his glasses. And one for you! 
Unwraps the bandages around his head. 
I'll show you who I am— and what I am! 
(Laughs.) 
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When Claude Rains raised his silver-headed cane against The Wolf Man. 


the unseen menace 

The incredible unveiling continues. One man 
cries: Look! He's all eaten away! 

Griffin continues: It’s easy — if you’re clever: 
a few chemicals mixed together, that’s all, 
and flesh & blood & bones just fade away . . . 

Bottle on table raises up apparently by 
itself. 

A little of this injected under the skin of 
the arm every day for a month and — In^ 
visible Man can rule the world! Nobody will 
see him come, nobody will see him go. He 
can hear every secret, he can rob . . . and 
wreck . . . and kill. 

secret of the invisihle man 

Later, Griffin appears in the study of his 
friend Kemp. He tells him: "I began 5 years 
ago in se 9 ret, working all night, every night, 
right into the dawn. A thousand experiments 
... a thousand failures. And then— at last— 
the great, wonderful day.” 

Kemp interrupts: "It’s ghastly!” 

Ignoring the criticism as the unheard, Grif- 
fin continues: "The great, wonderful day. The 
last little mixture of drugs. I couldn’t stay 
here any longer, Kemp. I couldn’t let you see 
me slowly fading away, so I packed up and 
went to a little village for secrecy and quiet 
to finish the experiment and complete the 
antidote. 

Kemp: "By why— why do it, Griffith?” 

"Just a scientific experiment at first— that’s 
all. To do something no other man in the 
world had done. But — there’s more to it than 
that, Kemp. I know now. It came to me sud- 
denly. The drugs I took seemed to light up 
my brain!” 

Rains of terror 

Griffin continued: "I must have a partner. 


Kemp— a visible partner— to help me in the 
little things. You’re my partner, Kemp”— 
said in the most chilling offliand way. 

"We’U begin with a reign of terror — a few 
murders here & there — murders of great men, 
murders of little men — just to show we make 
no distinction. We might even wreck a train 
or two. Just these fingers around a signal- 
man’s throat ...” 

Academy Award 

Claude Rains never got an Oscar, tho he 
came close several times. I would have given 
him one for this sequence of hair-raising dra- 
ma in THE INVISIBLE MAN when his sweet- 
heart Flora (Gloria Stuart) tried to reason 
with his disintegrating brain: 

Flora: "Thank God you’re home. Jack.” 

Griffin: "I would have come to you at once. 
Flora — but for this. How beautiful you look! 
Hunh . . . that funny little hat — I always 
liked it.” Pauses; notes: "You’ve been cry- 
ing!” 

Flora, tearfully: "I want to help you. Why 
did you do this. Jack?” 

Griffin: "For you, Rora.” 

"For me?” 

"Yes— for you, my darling. I wanted to do 
something tremendous ... to do what men 
of science have dreamt of since the world 
began. To gain wealth & fame & honor; to 
write my name above the greatest scientists 
of all time. I was poor — so pitifully poor — I 
had nothing to offer you, Flora. I was just a 
poor struggling chemist.” 

Rains’ voice begins to quiver, to rise with 
emotion. "I shall come back to you. Flora, 
very soon now. The secret of invisibility lies 
there, in my books. I shall work in Kemp’s 
laboratory until I find a way back— there is 
a way back, Flora! And then I shall come to

you. I shall offer my secret to the world, with 
all its terrible power. The nations of the world 
will bid for it — thousands, millions! The nation 
that wins my secret can sweep the world with 
invisible armies!” 

Flora tries to calm him. "Jack! I want you 
to let my father help you. You know how 
clever he is. He’ll work with you, day & 
night, until you find that second secret, the 
one that will bring you back to me.” 

Rains scoffs. "Your father! Clever? Ha! You 
think he can help me? He’s got the brain of 
a tapeworm — a maggot — beside mine. Don’t 
you see what it means? Power! Power to rule, 
to make the world grovel at my feet!” 

Grovel. Thu way Rains said it, distorting 
the soundtrack with the power of his pro- 
nunciation . . . the pure, wonderful, incredible 
feeling with which he invested the world . . . 
the way it sounded, like gravel dragged over 
ground glass by a vulture’s claw . . . Grovel! 
—he made an unforgettable motion picture 
moment out of the force, fervor, fever, fanatic- 
ism with which he delivered the single word. 

frightened to death 

Flora tries desperately to reason with Grif- 
fin. "Jack! Listen to me! Listen! My father 
found a note in your room. He knows some- 
thing about monocaine even you don’t know: 
it alters you . . . changes you . . . makes you 
feel — differently. Father believes the power of 
this will go if you know what you’re fighting. 
He can help you. Oh, come and stay with us — 
let’s fight this thing out together!” But her 
plea falls on ears both invisible and — deaf. 
Rains continues to rage: "Power, I said. Power 
to walk into the gold vaults of the nations, 
into the secrets of kings, into the Holy of 
Holies! Power to send multitudes running 
squealing in terror ...” 

Squealing in terror— another dramatic line

delivered with dynamic force. 

". . . at the touch of my little invisible 
finger.” 

He faces the Heavens. 

"The Moon’s frightened of me, frightened 
to death! The whole world’s frightened to 
death!” 

Off screen a dog howls, concluding one of 
the most magnetic scenes ever captured on 
film. 

A triumph for Rains. 

. . . And at the end of the picture, just be- 
fore he finally became visible in death, he 
was given one of the classic lines to utter, a 
cliche to be heard in every other monster, 
horror & science movie of the 30s (and com- 
pletely contrary to the spirit of HGWells’ 
work): "I meddled in things man must leave 
alone.” 

James Whale, of FRANKENSTEIN fame, in- 
sisted on Rains for the part and directed him. 

more weird roles 

The parts that followed for Rains — in CRIME 
WITHOUT PASSION, THE MAN WHO RE- 
CLAIMED HIS HEAD, THE MYSTERY OF 
EDWIN DROOD and 'THE CLAIRVOYANT 
— were not exactly horror roles but there 
was something out of the ordinary about 
each of them. 

/ am a monster, he said in CRIME WITH- 
OUT PASSION to Margo, the actress who 
some years later was to portray the cen- 
turies-old woman of Shangri-La who attempt- 
ed to leave the Tibetan Utopia with the man 
she loved and aged like "She” and lost her 
life beyond the LOST HORIZON. / am a 
monster, said Rains; I have to take women 
apart ... to see what makes them tick. A 
telling performance was Rains’ as a brilliant 
lawyer with a twisted brain in CRIME WITH- 
OUT PASSION.

In THE MAN WHO RECLAIMED HIS 
HEAD, Rains fought munitions makers who, 
behind the scenes, were setting the nations 
of the world at each other’s throats, meinipu- 
lating wars so that profits could be made from 
the sale of more guns, tanks, planes, bombs 
. . . Rains considered that Lionel Atwill had, 
in effect, stolen his brains— his head— and so 
Rains reclaimed his head from Atwill’s shoul- 
ders . . . and scared the audience to death by 
carrying around a sinister hatbox thruout the 
picture. Everyone was always afraid he was 
going to open that box! 

Charles Dickens wrote, but never finished, 
"The Mystery of Edwin Drood”. When it was 
completed as a screenplay, Claude Rains 
played the doomed Jasper, singer with a 
hypnotic voice that enslaved its listeners, 
at the same time his own body & mind were 
enslaved by a dreaded demon — opium! 

London-bom, in 1935, Rains returned to 
the metropolis of his birth to star in THE 
CLAIRVOYANT, adapted from the novel of 
the same name. With him as his co-star was 
Ann Darrow (the bride of Kong)— otherwise 
known as Fay Wray! In this interesting pic- 
ture Rains put on a fake mind-reading act 
but came to realize that he could indeed fore- 
tell the foture! With disastrous resvilts. Maur- 
ice Elvey, who 5 years earlier had played 
the President of the Federated Atlantic States 
in HIGH TREASON, the prophetic picture 
that looked 10 years into the future, directed 
Rains in this somewhat fantastic film that 
looked into the future in a different fashion. 
A journalist of the time (1935) reported of 
Rains that, "He is sturdily built and has a 
fine head topped by thick black hair which 
has a habit of falling forwards. He has very 
penetrating, mysterious brown eyes and a dy- 
namic voice, which is just as attractive in 
real life as on the talking screen. His power- 
ful hands are continually opening & closing in 


a nervous gesture when he talks, and when 
he gets particularly excited, one eyebrow 
shoots up.” 

the real Rains 

The late star was married six times, once 
more than Bela Lugosi. One marriage— to a 
concert pianist & professor of music, Agi 
Jambor, lasted only 6 months. He was very 
devoted to his last wife, Rosemary Clark 
Schrode, writer & painter, who proceeded 
him in death. 

Rains was only 5’6” tall but like Napoleon, 
another small man, towered because of his 
powerful personality. 

Born on 10 November 1889, he made his 
stage debut six years later in Sweet Nell of 
Old Drury in a London theater. He became 
a call-boy at His Majesty’s Theatre; later, 
stage prompter; fimally was promoted to the 
important post of assistant stage manager, 
a position he maintained for 7 years. At the 
age of 16 he played his first re^y important 
part on the stage in The Gods of the Moun- 
tains. The title was to prove prophetic, for 
on the Olympian heights of horror greats, 
Rains was to become a name to conjure with 
along with Chaney, Karloff, Lugosi, Lorre 
and Lee. 

His New York stage roles ranged from im- 
portant parts in The Bluebird and Androcles 
and the Lion to The Devil’s Disciple and 
Darkness at Noon. 

back from hell 

Like millions of other men, Claude Rains 
fought in World War I. When war broke out 
in 1914 he was in America and hastily re- 
turned to England where he enlisted as a 
private. 

He spent over 3 years on the Western Front 
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to protect him from himself when he turned into THE WOLF MAN. 


in France. 

And once, when a shell exploded and hurled 
a herd of sandbags thru the air, they landed 
on Capt. Rains and almost buried him alive 
in a trench. 

But he survived and returned to the Broad- 
way stage where he scored further successes 
in such plays as Miracle at Verdun, He, The 
Moon in the Yellow River and The Good Earth. 

a forgotten film 

There are certain pictures, either outright 
fantasies or with some fantastic element to 
them, that you have to hunt far & wide to 
find anyone who ever saw them. Or ever re- 
members even having heard of them. Seldom 
if ever revived; few if any stills, pressbooks 
or posters on them seeming to have survived; 
like burned books living on only in the minds 
of the memory-people in FAHRENHEIT 451, 
these motion pictures cling precariously to 
life. Such titles as: THE MYSTERY OF LIFE 
. . . TURN BACK THE CLOCK . . . LIFE 
RETURNS . . . SIX HOURS TO LIVE . . . 
SUPERNATURAL . . . ONCE IN A NEW 
MOON . . . IT’S GREAT TO BE ALIVE . 
KRAKATIT . . . MEN MUST FIGHT . . . 
ONE GLORIOUS DAY . . . FORGOTTEN 
COMMANDMENTS . . . and STRANGE HOL- 
IDAY. 
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One of these Forgotten Films starred Claude 
Rains. 

Arch Oboler wrote it, the Oboler who script- 
ed FIVE, BWANA DEVIL and THE BUBBLE. 

It was STRANGE HOLIDAY, a 1946 film 
made before the outcome of World War II 
had been decided. Claude Rains went on a 
little fishing trip in upstate New York and 
when he came back he found his home town 
strangely— sinisterly— changed. The Nazis had 
taken over and everyday life for an American 
was now horror of the worst sort: enslave- 
ment for a nation of men with a tradition of 
freedom. 

farewell to a master 

The night of the day we had all heard the 
word that Claude Rains had died, I was with 
Ray Bradbury, Robert Bloch and Fritz Lang 
(QUEEN OF BLOOD ) Harrington film in which 
Bela Lugosi is included in one brief coffin 
scene. We were all depressed by Rains’ death. 
I asked Lang if he had ever directed him but 
he had not. "But I know he was a great ta- 
lent,” he said. "Amen to that,” said Robert 
Bloch. "One of the greatest. He brought the 
undeniable stamp of authority to every role 
he played. He can never be replaced.” And 
on June 1st, Ray Bradbury wrote this Open 
Letter for readers of FM: 


To say that Claude Rains influenced a whole 
generation of fantasy fans, or just plain lov- 
ers of fine acting, would be stating the ob- 
vious. I think I saw some of his films as 
many as 7 or 8 times. His portrayal of THE 
INVISIBLE MAN when I was 13 years old 
remains a splendid memory and, in fact, a 
film that can hold its own today. 

I was touched and moved by the fact that 
on the night of his death, Claude Rains was 
appearing as the ventriloquist in my AND 
SO DIED RIABOUCHINSKA on television, 
for the Alfred Hitchcock Presents show. 

It is a ^ood thing to know that Mr. Rains 
will be around, one way or another, for the 
rest of our lives. 

A few days later Alex Gordon, the pro- 
ducer, told me of the time he met Rains 
while Rains was making THE LOST WORLD. 
"A marvelous actor, and I had hoped to bring 
him out of semi-retirement for a role in my 
next picture.” So, had he lived, we mighthave 
seen Claude Rains in MONSTER IN MY 
BLOOD. 

the curtain falls... 

. . . But, as Ray Bradbury pointed out, 
there’ll always be curtain calls for Claude 
Rains. A short while after his death an extra- 
ordinary film played in Los Angeles: CASA- 
BLANCA. It was shocking to realize that 
practically everyone in it was dead. But, 
phoenix-like, risen from the grave thru the 
miracle of the motion picture, were: 

Humphrey Bogart — who starred in THE RE 
TURN OF DR. X. 

Peter Lorre— MAD LOVE, THE BEAST 
WITH 5 FINGERS, M, an endless list. 

Sydney Greens treet— THE MALTESE FAL- 
CON, and the man who should have starred 
in a remake of 7 FOOTPRINTS TO SATAN. 

Conrad Veidt— THE CABINET OF DR. CA- 
LIGARI, THE MAN WHO LAUGHS, F.P.l, 
JANUS-FACED. 

Ingrid Bergman — DR. JEKYLL & MR. 
HYDE (Tracy version), SPELLBOUND. (Of 
course Ingrid Bergman is alive & well some- 
where in Europe.) 

And CLAUDE RAINS, a bantam cock of a 
crooked police inspector in one of his most 
slick, suave, sophisticated, debonair, rascally 
& disarming roles. 

Two daughters survive him. 

Claude Rains himself leaves us with a pro- 
found thought which he found comforting after 
the loss of his last wife. He quoted this, in 
his own handwriting, to two young FM fans 
who share it with us, one of the last observa- 
tions by our departed hero: 

"I wept because I had no shoes 
Until I saw a man who had uo FEET” 

He is telling us things could be worse. He 
might have been killed in the First World 
War. He might never have made any pic- 
tures (and he made over 30) at all. 

Au revoir but not goodby, Claude Rains. In 
our minds’ eyes you will always be visible.

In a seri- 
al, where each episode us- 
ually ends on a fatal note 
for the hero or heroine, 
such a leading man can 
create problems ! After all, 
it isn’t easy to convincingly 
place an indestructible 
hero in perilous situations.

Adapted from Fawcett Publications’ 
popular comic book character of the period, 
MARVEL was made under the guidance 
of Republic’s directorial twins, William 
Witney and John English. More capable 
hands could not have been found! Former 
film editors both, they knew how to stage 
and shoot scenes with the problems of edit- 
ing in mind and the results of their col- 
laborations are the finest, most exciting 
serials ever released. 

CAPTAIN MARVEL’S “flying” shots, 
utilizing a wired dummy, were simply 
great! One in particular, depicting the dum- 
my overtaking a truck on the highway, is 
unforgettable. These special effects in con- 
junction with the stuntwork of rough-and- 
tumble David Sharpe (doubling for Tom 
Tyler) succeeded in bringing CAPTAIN 
MARVEL vividly to life on the screen. 

Twelve chapters were used to tell the 
story and they were sensational, just as 
the advertising promised: SEE THE 
AMAZING FEATS OF CAPTAIN MAR- 
VEL! He flies like a bird! Bullets bounce 
off his body!

All others pale in the light of 
this human fortress who finds no barrier 
too great in his amazing fight for justice! 
. . . YOUR EYES WON’T DECEIVE 
YOU! YOU’LL ACTUALLY SEE CAP- 
TAIN MARVEL: Ward off a machine gun 
barrage with his hands. . . . Hurl a 20-ton 
engine at his opponents. . . . Lift a giant 
tree with one hand. . . . Break through a 
wall of steel! 

twelve tantalizing tities 

And what great chapter titles! From one 
to twelve they were intriguing: CURSE 
OF THE SCORPION, THE GUILLO- 
TINE, TIME BOMB, DEATH TAKES 
THE WHEEL, THE SCORPION 
STRIKES, LENS OF DEATH, HUMAN 
TARGETS (nearly every Republic serial 
had an episode so labeled), BOOMER- 
ANG, DEAD MAN’S TRAP, DOOM 
SHIP, VALLEY OF DEATH and CAP- 
TAIN MARVEL’S SECRET! 

Chapter one opens on the Malcolm Sci- 
entific Expedition in a remote section of 
Siam. They are seeking knowledge of the 
ancient Scorpion Dynasty: knowledge 
which is zealously guarded by superstitious

the secret of Shazam 

An erupting volcano causes the roof of 
the tomb to collapse upon the rest of the 
party and Billy is confronted by an elderly 
figure (Nigel de Brulier). He reveals him- 
self as Shazam, the guardian of the tomb, 
and as a reward for heeding the curse, en- 
dows Billy with the magic power to trans- 
form himself into Captain Marvel, simply 
by uttering the magic word "Shazam".

As Marvel, Billy rescues his friends and 
then returns to his own identity, again by 
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saying “Shazam”. Uncovered by the dis- 
aster is a golden figurine, a scorpion, in 
whose claws are five highly polished lenses. 
By deciphering a scroll found with the 
statuette, it is found that the lenses, when 
properly aligned, are capable of tremendous 
supernatural powers such as turning rocks 
into gold! 

In order that no one member of the ex- 
pedition have control of such a powerful 
device, the lenses are removed and divided 
amongst John Malcolm (Robert Strange), 
Professor Bentley (Harry Worth), Henry 
Carlysle (Bryant Washburn), Dr. Stephen 
Lang (George Pembroke) and Dwight 
Fisher (Peter George Lynn) . Billy Batson 
is entrusted with the parchment telling 
how to focus the lenses. 

That night a mysterious, robed figure ap- 
pears in camp; a human “Scorpion” who 
steals both the scroll and the body of the 
Golden Scorpion. He then incites tribesmen 
to attack the party but Billy in the guise 
of Captain Marvel saves the day, or rather, 
night! 

Returning to America, the members of 
the expedition are subjected to a series of 
attacks by the nefarious Scorpion in his 
quest for the rest of the lenses.

With tv.'o lenses in place, the Scorpion’s 
next brainstorm is to send a message to the 
remaining scientists stating that he now 
has all the lenses but one and promising 
death to all who stand in his way of obtain- 
ing that.

He kills Lang but afterwards it is found 
that Lang never brought his lens to Amer- 
ica. Instead, he hid it in the tomb in which 
it was found!

Scorpion’s hands. Lang’s map showing the 
hiding place is divided up much as the 
lenses were divided originally’. 

a question of identity 

On the return trip to Siam, the party is 
shipwrecked and saved once more by Mar- 
vel. Ashore the Scorpion sends word to 
Rahman Bar to again arouse the hill peo- 
ple. Billy and his friends are captured and 
brought to the tomb where, using the 
pieced-together map, the Scorpion finds the 
final lens. He now has the most powerful 
weapon in the world!

the Scorpion unmasked 

Even the youngest members of the audi- 
ence are prepared for what happens at this 
point. After the expected “Shazam”, Mar- 
vel rips the hood from the Scorpion expos- 
ing the surprised face of Bentley! As he at- 
tempts to escape, Bentley falls before the 
rays from the very lenses he so coveted and 
is disintegrated. Picking up the Golden 
Scorpion, Captain Marvel, in his longest 
speech in the film, consigns it to the fiery 
pit “from whence it came”. As it sinks into 
the molten lava, Captain Marvel’s powers 
fade and Billy Batson takes his place — this 
time for good! 

Much of MARVEL’S success was due to 
its performers. Casting the late Tom Tyler 
as the mighty muscle man was sheer genius. 
Visually suitable, he did such a great job 
and is so well-remembered by fans for this 
very role, that it is difficult to imagine any 
other actor in his place. And for one so 
firmly established as a Western star to 
make such a switch was to his credit. 


Tom Tyler’s beginning 

Two-fisted Tom was born Vincent Mark- 
owski on August 9, 1903 in Port Henry New 
York, but grew up in Detroit, Michigan, 
where, as a teen-ager, he began to develop 
an interest in acting. Tom left home and 
struck out for Hollywood. 

Arriving in the him capital m 1924, he 
first found work as a “prop boy” and in 
muscular “extra” bits. It was because of 
his powerful physique, which he had de- 
veloped by weight lifting, that he received 
his first screen break — in M-G-M’s epic of 
the silent era, BEN-HUR, filmed in 1925. 
Following this with a good part in Elinor 
Glyn’s THE ONLY THING,. Tom soon 
found himself under contract to the old 
FBO (later RKO) Studios. There he made 
his debut as a sagebrush star in LET’S GO, 
GALLAGHER which was released in Oc- 
tober 1925. Proving a popular player, Tom 
and his little pal Frankie Darro made many 
more for the company in the days before 
.sound. Tom’s first all-talkie was WEST 
OF CHEYENNE made by Syndicate Pic- 
tures in 1931. 

During the 30’s, Tom made numerous 
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“series” Westerns for various producers 
such as Monogram, Freuler, Reliable and 
Victory and in addition turned in some 
rather off-beat characterizations along the 
way. POWDERSMOKE RANGE (RKO- 
1935) had him as a gunfighter hired to pol- 
ish off hero Harry Carey and a follow-up, 
THE LAST OUTLAW (1936), presented 
him as an Eastern racketeer. In STAGE- 
COACH (UA.1939) he did his best to gun 
down the Ringo Kid (John Wayne) and in 
VALLEY OF THE SUN (RKO-1942) he 
played Geronimo. It was THE MUMMY’S 
HAND (Universal-1940), however, that 
furnished him with one of his most unusual 
roles. For here, aided by very skillful make- 
up, he became Kharis, the living mummy! 

a real “Serial King” 

Tyler was no stranger to serials either, 
for in addition to MARVEL he also starred 
in PHANTOM OF THE WEST (Mascot- 
1931), BATTLING WITH BUFFALO 
BILL, JUNGLE MYSTERY, CLANCY 
OF THE MOUNTED, PHANTOM OF 
THE AIR (all Universal, 1931.’32-’33-’33 
respectively) and his last, THE PHAN- 


TOM (Columbia-1943), based on King 
Features’ comic strip. 

Following his success as the high-flying 
MARVEL, Republic added Tom to their 
roster of “Three Mesquiteers”. He made 
thirteen pics in this series with buddy Bob 
Steele, becoming one of the Top Money- 
Making Western Stars as outlined in Mo- 
tion Picture Herald’s annual poll. 

the end of the trail 

Success sometimes becomes overshadow- 
ed by tragedy, however, and so it was with 
Tom. He continued to work but crippling 
arthritis gradually forced his retirement 
from films. For this reason a planned TV 
series starring him had to be shelved after 
the pilot film was made. In 1952 he return- 
ed to Detroit where he stayed with his 
sister until his death of a heart attack on 
May 1, 1954. 

The memory of Tom Tyler will never die 
though, for wherever Western films are 
shown and whenever Billy Batson cries 
“Shazam”, Tom will again leap into action 
and entertain us as he has done for so 
many years past.

It all begins at the Farber Research Founda- 
tion. 

Here, at this advanced technical establish- 
ment, two scientists are engrossed in their work 
in the laboratory. 

Scientist “A”: Paul Steiner, played by Bryant 
Haliday. 


Scientist “B”: Christopher Mitchell (as the 
young American electronics assistant), played 
by Ronald Allen. 

A brilliant thinker & researcher, Steiner’s ex- 
periments deal with the projection of matter 
and have reached an exciting level.

“It was a cut above the amateur 
16mm films I started making when I was 
given a camera at the age of 13,” says Bert 
Gordon, who co-produced & directed it, 
“but I now regard it as a prehistoric pro- 
duction in more ways than one. I’ve come 
a long way from that ‘caveman’ quickie al- 
tho I’ve yet to complete the picture I’m 
perfectly satisfied with.” Producer Gordon, 
inevitably dissatisfied with each newly fin- 
ished film, is the eternal perfectionist chal- 
lenged by the ever-elusive perfect picture. 

Fortunately for fantastic filmdom, the 
Amazing Mr. G. is keen to make 100 more 
imaginative movies in the next 50 years in 
his unending quest for excellence. 

one-eyed wonder 

In 1955 Bert wrote, produced and direct- 
ed THE CYCLOPS, adventure yarn with 
Lon Chaney Jr. (altho Lon did not play 
the giant monoptical menace) which 
brought him nearer to THE BEGINNING 
OF "THE END — the thriller wherein giant 
grasshoppers invaded Chicago (1957). “For 
that production,” Bert recalls, “we required 
a wingless species that neither flew nor hop- 
ped so that we could control them inside 
the studio. We finally located the variety we 
needed in Texas — where better should we 
have found Giant Grasshoppers? — and im- 
ported 200. But the insects began to die like 
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— er — flies as we put them thru their paces, 
climbing skyscrapers and crossing bridges 
on our sound stage; and toward the end of 
the production we had 188 dead ’hoppers on 
our hands and only a dozen live ones! Have 
you ever tried to invade Chicago with only 
12 sickly grasshoppers?”

and the small 

“Several years ago, before Forrest Ack- 
erman (together with James Warren) cre- 
ated FAMOUS MONSTERS, American- 
International Pictures purchased a property 
from Mr. Ackerman’s Agency, a famous 
Amazing story called ‘The Nth Man’, by 
Homer Eon Flint. I knew nothing of this 
at the time and independently one evening 
— on a paper napkin, of all things! — devel- 
oped my idea for THE AMAZING COLOS- 
SAL MAN. Jim Nicholson, President of 
AIP, was experiencing difficulties getting 
the script he wanted done on ‘The Nth 
Man’ when he learned of my idea and sent 
for me. He hired me to do my own Giant 
story, which Forry was later kind enough 
to say contained ‘one of the most convinc- 
ing special effects ever achieved in a scien- 
tifilm, the T-bomb blasting of Glen Langan’. 
The film was sufficiently successful to war- 
rant a sequel, WAR OF THE COLLOSAL 
BEAST. 

“On the opposite end of the scale, I made 
ATTACK OF THE PUPPET PEOPLE, a 
tongue-in-cheek production aimed at teen- 
agers, with light & humorous elements in- 
cluded to offset some of its more terrifying 
aspects.”

and the genie 

To achieve some of his most special spe- 
cial-effects Bert sometimes uses as high as 
4 processes — miniatures, rear projection, 
traveling mattes and split-screen shots — for 
a single scene. His wife. Flora, works closely 
with him on the creation of his marvels, 
whose importance cannot be underestimat- 
ed in a spine-tingler like THE , SPIDER. 
For her collaboration Mrs. Gordon receives 
screen recognition as Assistant Supervisor 
of Technical Effects. 

I (Rori Haydock) could not resist telling 
Mr. Gordon, during our interview with him, 
how great I thot his 'TORMENTED was.

Editor's Note: The remainder of this article 
is written by Ron Haydeck, based on a sec- 
ond interview. 

Trying to track down Bert Gordon is as 
hard as trying to locate Count Dracula in 
the daytime! Even tho Mr. Gordon was 
extremely willing to inform FM's readers 
about his monster spectacle, THE MAGIC 
SWORD, it was many days before he was 
at long last able to find the time necessary 
for the interview. 

One day I finally received a phone call 
from his secretary and 2 hours later was in 


Like most of his ideas which he has turn- 
ed into films, the story for THE MAGIC 
SWORD came to him in the middle of the 
nite. However, even tho in the past he has 
made close to a dozen special effects films, 
this time he wanted to do something which 
was entirely different and had never been 
done before. 

Mr. Gordon started with one of the 
fiercest of all mythical creatures — the fear- 
some 2-headed dragon. To this he added 
the knight St. George, and from there de- 
veloped one of the most imaginative stories 
ever attempted for the screen. 
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Sf. George’s brave knights confronted by the 2*story 
tall Ogre in THE MAGIC SWORD.

eerie effects 

As far as the unusual special effects w 
the picture are concerned, he lets his irna g 
ination run wild. He first thot of various 
story situations eind at the same time ex- 
perimented photographically to create these 
illusions. In other words, the story concep- 
tion and the method of creating the mon- 
sters photographically were done at the 
same time. 

Before developing each phase of the story 
fully on paper, Mr. Gordon experimented 
with black light projection until he came up 
with some of the most horrifying and bizarre 
effects ever seen! 

the monsters ore olive! 

Mr. Gordon developed a brand new and 
unique process called Super-Percepto-Vi- 
sion especially for THE MAGIC SWORD. 
The dragons, the demons, the 25' ogre — ^aD 
the monsters in the film in no way look 
anything but completely realistic in both 
appearance and movements. His creations 
become 100% alive thru this special screen 
development. 

Bert Gordon produced & directed THE 
MAGIC SWORD himself. He considers this 
very important to the success of the film 
because “in bringing the effects to life on 
the screen it is essential that the same con- 
cept envisioned in the writing of the orig- 
inal story, and in experimenting with the 
special effects, be carried forward and 
brought onto fJie screen.” 

room of horrors 

- Before Mr. Gordon could continue he was 
interrupted by a phone call from the Spe- 
cial Effects department. This gave me an 
opportunity to glance around his office at 
the many trophies from his films . 

On his desk, being used as a paper-weight, 
was a miniature model of the super insect 
featured in THE SPIDER. Directly in back 
of the desk was a 7' standup foto of THE 
AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN. The walls 
of his office were covered with numerom 
stills from other of his films such as AT- 
TACK OF THE PUPPET PEOPLE and 
' BEGINNING OF THE END; and resting 
in a pile in a bookcase near the door were 
many of the actual shooting scripts from 
these films . 

After replacing the telephone, Mr. Gor-

don returned to our discussion, commenting 
that he liked to have “souvenirs” from his 
pictures all around him. 

picture problems 

He told me that after writing a story 
such as THE MAGIC SWORD, and de- 
veloping the special effects, one of the most 
difficult things to do before shooting the 
film is to interest a film distributor in it. 
Fortunately, because of his many success- 
ful monster movies, his task in this respect 
becomes increasingly less trying. 

The next step is to cast the film, choos- 
ing the proper actors & actresses for the 
roles. Afterwards, the actual production of 
the story into a motion picture is begun. 

Even after completion of the live portion 


there is work to be done. Over 5 months of 
special effects work were required on THE 
MAGIC SWORD. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Gordon told me, the phone call he had just 
received was to inform him that the daily 
film rushes were ready to be previewed in 
the projection room. 

As he disappeared thru the doorway, I 
cast one last look at his office, filled with the 
many props from his movies, and realized 
that here is a producer from whom we can 
expect many great things in the future. 

Your editor says: Bert's Gordon of Evil is 
blossoming with Fairy Tale Celluloid Flowers 
for children (of all ages) and Scarey Tales 
for grownups. May his Magic Sword cut the 
Knot that will loose a giant hot-house-ful of
